From  the  Director 

It's  Good  to  be  a 
Woman  in  Pennsylvania 

With  the  passage  of  Uic  Divorce  Reform  Lasv 
m Uic  legislative  session  just  closed,  Penn- 
sylvania womers  can  tell  the  rest  of  the  nation, 
"You've  got  a friend  in  Pennsylvania."  Tbc  legal 
status  of  women  in  Pennsylvania  is  unsurpassed 
in  any  other  state.  May  will  end  a decade's  ex- 
perience with  a stale  ^ual  Rl^ts  Amendment 
which  has  given,  among  other  things,  recognition 
of  the  value  of  unpaid  household  work  and  of  a 
homemaker's  share  in  the  joint  ownership  of 
household  goods.  Neither  of  those  features  is 
necessarily  available  in  stales  without  con- 
slilulionally  guaranteed  equality. 

The  Pennsylvania  Human  Relations  Commis- 
sion has  moved  ahead  of  federal  law  in  two  areas 
of  concern  lo  women.  It  promulgated  regublions 
concerning  maternity  leave  for  pregnant 
workers.  It  views  sexual  harassment,  not  only  on 
the  Job  but  of  students  as  well,  to  be  a form  of 
sex  discrimination  and  hence  illegal.  In  both 
areas,  this  state  set  the  standard. 

The  Protection  from  Abuse  Act,  which  has  sur- 
vived a Constitutional  test,  has  begun  to  have  a 
profound  effect,  not  only  by  providng  safely  lo 
women,  but  In  raising  the  awareness  ol  baUering 

most  consistently 

The  Stale  Board  of  Education  has  adopted  a 
policy  sUilemcnt  on  sex  equity  to  apply  lo  every 
grade  level  lK-12.  post  secondary,  and  adult! 
Combined  with  the  Human  Relations  Act  and  the 
Stale  ERA,  it  assures  Pennsylvania's  continuing 
commitment  to  educational  equality  with  or 
without  such  a federal  commitment. 

The  Bureau  of  Vocational  Education  has  also 
been  pursuing  aggressive  plans  lor  enrolling  stu- 
dents in  non-tradlllonal  courses,  and  Is  seeing 
the  enrollment  figures  begin  to  change  slightly. 
Further,  the  federal  Vocational  Education 
Amendments  expire  in  September.  1982,  unless 
reauthorized.  The  State  Board  for  Vocational 
Education  Is  considering  a leadership  role  in  ac- 
complishing the  rcauthorizallon. 

Finally,  a major  step  on  behalf  of  women  was 
taken  in  early  December  when  a three-judge 
panel  of  the  superior  Court  delivered  an  opinion 
which  indicated  concern  for  Ihc  poltmllal  harm 
lo  rape  victims  resulting  from  zealous  pursuit  ol 
the  technical  rights  of  an  alleged  rapist. 

With  all  this  working  on  behalf  of  Penn- 
sylvania, problems  still  remain.  The  important 
thing  Is  that  we  have  an  excellent  context  in 
which  to  address  these  problems. 

The  advice,  "Don't  expect  anyone  to  make  you 
happy."  applies  now  as  Pennsylvania  women 
seek  solutions.  We  arc  responsible  for  taking  the 
action  necessary  to  make  ourselves  "happy"  — 
ihal  Is.  to  solve  our  problems.  We  know  our  own 
goals  ^sl.  and  thus  can  be  (he  most  effective  In 
designing  steps  lo  achieve  them. 

A major  problem  remaining  in  Pcntisylvama  is 
funding  of  women's  programs.  To  gain  it  re- 
quires learning  what  the  funding  sources  and 
.systems  are  and  articulating  why  it  Is  In  (he  In- 
lercsls  of  these  sources  and  systems  lo  fund  Ihc 
progrants  we  need.  Wc  should  present  ourselves 
as  the  solution  to  someone  clse's  problem  rather 
than  as  a liciptcss  or  dependent  group  that 
somehow  deserves  a funder's  largesse
